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DETAILED ACTION 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 4-5 and 9-13 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a cell including all of the claimed features. The 
most pertinent art includes Hayama et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,225,778 B1), Suzuki et al. 
(Japanese Pub. No. 11-345599), Furakawa (U.S. Patent No. 5,542,958) and Shiflet 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,233,350). 

The above listed prior art do not teach or suggest a laminate packaging flat cell wherein 
wherein the electrode terminal lead protrudes from the thermally welded portion in a 
protruding direction, a plurality of through-holes are provided in the electrode terminal 
lead in a position thereof contacting the thermally welded portion, the through-holes 
form first and second rows along a widthwise direction of the electrode terminal lead 
that is substantially perpendicular to the protruding direction, and the through-holes in 
the first row are arranged to offset to the through-holes in the second row without a gap 
in the widthwise direction when viewed along the protruding direction, and a ratio of a 
cross-sectional area of the through-holes to a cross-sectional area of the electrode 
terminal lead along the widthwise direction ranges from 20 to 50%. 
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For these reasons, the claims are allowed over the prior art. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
